OPENING OF PARLIAMENT—REGENT’S. SPEECH, 

The House met at two oclocks pursuant to.proragation, when 
thee Lord Chancellore thesArchbishop. of Canterbury, the Duke 
of Mogtrose, erl,Batharst, andthe Earl..of Hatrowhy, took 
their seats ‘below thé, Phronesthey being the Commissioners 
appoited to deliver the .Prinee Regent's Speeels on. the opeying 
of the Session. . The Speaker.of the House of Commons, attended 
by the Chancellor of Exehequerand several other Members, 
appeared at the Bar, and the Lord Caancettor then read the 
following Speeechs— 

‘* My Lords and Gentlemen, . 

“ We are commanded «by: his Royal Highness the Prince 
Regent to express to. you ‘bis deep regret at the continuance of 
his Majesty's lamented indisposition. ‘The Prince Regent direots 
us to acquaint you, that he has chad the greatest satisfaction in 
calling you tegether, ander: circumstances whieh enable him to 
announce (o-you .the restoration of Peace throughout Europe. 
The splendid and deetsive successes obtained by his Majesty's 
arms, and those of his Alliesy had fed, at an early period of the 
campaign, tothe re-establishment of the authority of his mast 
Christian Majestyin’ the capital of tris dominions: and it has 
been sinee that time his Royal Hivhness’s most earnest eudeavour 
to promote such arrangements as‘appeated to him best calculated 
to provide for the lasting repose aiidyseéurity of Europe.

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is’ océasioned by a difficulty in moving, or by disjointed 
movements, that distract the attention and defeat cael, 
other. Grace is the absence of every thing that indicates 
pain or difficulty, or hesitation or incongruity. The only 
graceful dancer I ever saw was Deshayes, the French- 
man. He cameon bounding like astag. It was not ne- 
cessary to have seen good dancing before to know that 
this was really fine. Whoever has seen the sea in motion, 
the -branehes of a tree waving in the air, would instantly 
perceive the resemblance. Flexibility and grace are to be 
found in nature as well as at the opera. Mr. Burke, in 
his Essay on the Sublime and Beautiful, has very admi- 
rably described the bosom of a beautiful woman, almost 
entirely with reference to the ideas of motion. ‘Those out- 
lines are beautiful which describe pleasant motions*, A 
fine use is made of this principle by one of the apocryphia| 
writers, in describing the form of the rainbow. “ Hy 
has set his bow in the heavens, and bis hands have bended 
it.” Harmony in colour has not been denied to be a na- 
tural pr y of objects, consisting in the gradations o: 
intertnediate colours, ‘The principle appears to be here 
the same asin some of the former instances. © ‘The grada- 
tion of colour, in Titian’s Bath of Diana at the Margnis 
of Stafford’s, is perhaps the finest in the world, made u) 
of the richest contrasts, blended together by the most 
masterly combination, Harmony of. sound depends ap- 
arently on the same principle as ‘harmony of colour. 
hyme depends on the pleasure derived from a recurrenc: 
of similar sounds, as symmetry of features does on the 
correspondence of the different outlines. The pros 
style of Dr. Johnson originated in the same principle. 
Its secret consists in rhyming on the sense, and balancing 
one half of the sentence uniformly and systematically 
against the other. The Hebrew poetry was constructed 
in the same manner.
